Tho survicea, ales, of Mr. MacLean, who 
has had large experience in the timber 
trade, have been engaged to suporintend 
wood-felling and shipping, and he is now 
busily ‘omployed with a gang of coolies,

kong or Shanghai, as ordered by the Agent.

The Chairman  ssid—Gentlomen, you 
have had our report fur the first year be- 
‘fore you, for some days, and as I suppose 
you Nave made yourselves acquainted with 
its contents, there is no necessity for me 
to read it, and therefore we will tuke it as 
read. You will.seo by the report that up 
ta the end of October we had done very 
little, as we thought it hest tomako a few 
experimental trials; and to do this ia the 
most economical way, we tuld our Agont to 
uuo the time so far as hé could in instruct. 
ing hitnself us to what was done elsewhere, 
and also in looking round for good men. 
: After October wo decided to plant tobacco 
and cut wood, We selected tubacon be- 
causo it gives a return within a year’s time, 
whereas other things, probably equally 
renuimerative, such as cocoa, Liberian 
coffee, and poyper—theso three things for 
which the climate and soil are yery well 
adapted, ond have been declared to be so 
by experts who have scen tho place—do 
not give returns for four to five years; and 
the directors did-not think it expedient in 
the interest of the sharcholders to wait sv 
long, and therefore we selected tobaceo as 
sonicthing that would give ns quicker re- 
turns. Qur tobacco planter reports that he 
has every reason lv expect as good erups 
there as they get in Sumatra; the anil is 
equally good, aud from what he has seen of 
the climate, and in taking the rainfall, it is 
also similar. An ordinary or fair crop in 
Sumatra means 40 to 60 per cent. profit, 
and we have every reason to hope we shall 


| do the same thing in Borneo, where many 


circumstances ara more favourable than in 
Sumatra ; for instance, in plunting tobacco 
® very large portion of the expense is re- 
quired for drying shods, and the material, 
of which they are built is much cheaper it 
| Borneo, and our groutid is more accessible 
than in Sumatra, as our land Hos, alongside 
the rivers. The tobscco crop gives an 
annual return of profit, but until the reault 
of the trial crop is seen, as it takes abont 
ten months befuro it beoom:es ripe, we can- 
not give a proper report upon-it. Good 
sugar men have said that down there we 
shuld be able to make 24 tons per acre, 
which givos a very gved profit, 1 believe. 
in the Straits; but wo have to wait until 
the trial crop is grown before we can 
give & proper report upon it, As yor 
seo in the rep rt,.our-seleetions of land 
aro fixed.. When I went down’ origin- 
ally, EX merely got tha reserve of the 
river frontages; but we fuund that in 
ous or two places tho. soil was .rather 
too sandy, and where the ‘nuil wan bet~ 
tor we incroased the amount of land ta 
be taken there. We have certainly got the 
first choico. of land at Sandakan, which is 
the principal port uf Nurth Bornes, and 
ineo we got the land there it has beet 
wade the capitel ; ud“ have nu doubt that 
the value of. our so'evtions there, which 
cinnet be repeated by any uther purchase 
of laud, will-be proved in the future, We 
have alav decided togo in for entting wood. 

Bofore re could commerice this business, 
we had. tolvok round for au experienced 
foreigner, who kuuws the kind of woud to 
cat, and. also-the- markets to send it ta

CHINESE IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


The Governor General of Canada has 
received su nddvess from the Loyistature of 
British Columbia, asking that the Dominion 
Parliament pass a Bil restric: ing Chines 
immigration in that province. ‘Pho address 
directs attention to the evil of such immi- 
gration, and declares tliat restrictive legis- 
Tation isab-olutely aceossury. The number 
‘of Chinese iu the province uf British Co- 
lumbia is estimated at 18,000, tho wajority 
of whom were imported in a state of con 
parative destitution, and owing toa searcity 
of work in- tho winter months a large 
number: of them are objects of charity, 
The address ulzo adverts to the Chinese ns 


tho Beard of Directors. caused by the re~ 


being a source of continual expense, cape- 
cially in conection withthe administration 
of juatico, owing to their want of veracity, 
It further states that thoy evade taxution, 
neglect their sick and affect injuriously the 
influx-of the whito population ; that their 
habits and associations are degrading, and 
that they are beyond sanitary control and 
defeat justice by their secret organisntians, 


States and Australia have already dealt 
effectually with the question, I¢ shows 
that both the Provincial Governmeait and 
/ Municipal Council have prohibited the em- 
ployniont of Chinese on the public works in 
the provitice, -and asks the Domin‘on Go- 
vernment to do likewise in all contracta lat’ 
by. them in the province.
